This has been a year when increased demands have been 
made on the schools almost daily. Although no new subjects 
have been added to the elementary school curriculum, increased 
emphasis has been placed upon such subjects as arithmetic, ele- 
mentary science, health and physical fitness, while modifications 
have been necessary in the teaching of geography to convey 
a global relationship and in history and civics to give a better 
understanding of democracy. In addition to the above, the 
schools have carried out rationing registration programs, scrap 
and salvage drives, and participated in the purchase of war 
stamps and bonds. 

In the high school curriculum modifications have been more 
extensive and far reaching. All mathematics is keyed to war 


oo 


needs; shopwork and science have been made to include pre- 
induction courses in shopwork, automotive mechanics, machines, 
radio, electricity and aviation; social studies have been modi- 
fied to include rationing, price ceiling, the progress of the war, 
the United Nations, and a thorough apppreciation of democ- 
racy; in athletics less emphasis is placed on inter-school com- 
petition and more on a physical fitness program; while other 
extra-curricula activities are quite completely taken over by 
the High School Victory Corps. 

Teachers’ salaries in Solon are still extremely low when com- 
pared to wages in other lines of work. It is hoped that the 
citizens are cognizant of this fact and will make every effort 
possible to recompense their teachers more adequately. 

The interior of the Village School building is sadly in need 
of redecorating. This need not be an excessively expensive job, | 
especially if portions of the building are done each year and the 
work is spread over a period of three or four years. The 
room formerly used for home economics was very satisfactorily 
redecorated by high school pupils, thus highly skilled labor 
is not necessary for: the work. In view of the fact that a 
member of the State Department of Education has visited the 
school during the past year and commented upon its interior 
appearance, I would urge that, at least, the upper and lower 
corridors be refinished during the coming year. Considerable 
criticism has been received concerning toilet and sanitary fa- 
cilities in the building, and it woold seem that modern plumb- 
ing should be installed as soon as materials and labor can be 
secured for the work. 

I should like to extend my appreciation to all those who have 
shown a continued interest in the welfare of the public schools 
of Solon.

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COMMENTS 


CASH: . 


All cash recorded as received was properly deposited as sum- 
marized on Exhibit B. 

Expenditures were made by check from properly authorized 
» warrants as summarized on Exhibits B and D. 

The cash balance was reconciled as of February 16, 1942, as 
shown on Schedule 1. 


TAXES: 


The 1941 tax commitment was added and, after an adjust- 
ment of $30.09 was made, agreed with the Assessors’ records. 
The total commitment was accounted for by cash’ paid the 
Treasurer, authorized abatements, adjustments due to errors 
in the commitment book, or was still unpaid as shown by 
Schedule 2. 

‘Prior years’ uncollected taxes were checked for payments, 
and the balances unpaid according to the records are also 
shown by Schedule 2. 

With the exception of one receipt in the amount of $1.19 
which was overlooked by the Collector, the excise tax receipts 
were added and found to have been properly deposited with 
the Treasurer as shown by Schedule 9. 


TAX LIENS: 


The tax liens were checked in detail, and those still unpaid 
according to the records are shown by Schedule 3. 

TRUST FUNDS: 

The operating accounts were checked and are summarized on 
Exhibits E and F. The trust fund investments were examined 
and are summarized on Schedule 5. It appeared that all in- 
come had been properly accounted for. 


GENERAL: 


A test-check was made of paid bills and payrolls and as far 
as our examination went, all appeared to be proper charges and 
correctly recorded. 

It is our suggestion that some action be taken in regard to 
the collection of unpaid taxes for 1935 and, if found uncollect- 
ible, abatements might be in order. 

With the exception of cash and trust funds, no external 
verification was made of your asset or liability accounts.
